On Monday last K. Look, whom we 
have noticed heretofore as engaged in 
lLshing. caught in his weirs on the east 
side of the bay two shad, one two-thir ls 
grown and the other full grown. They 
were examined by Captain Hale and oth- 
er Down -casters. Mr. Look being an old 
fisherman himself, and there was no 
question as to their being shad. These 
are the first of these fish caught north ot 
the Columbia River, and the first full- 
grown one we have ever heard of on the 
coast. Five Vears ago the eggs were sent ! 
from the Atlantic by the United States 
fish commission, and put in the Sac/a- 
niento River, and young ones have occa- 
sionally been caught in Monterey. San 
Francisco and Humboldt bays sin/e that 
time. Two years :igo one or two were 
eaughthl the Columbia, and quite a num- 
ber last year. Now thev liavd reached 
I'uget Sound, but probably in small num- 
bers. We do not doubt that in a few 
\ ears they will be plenty. They are a 
delicious lish. scarcely, if any. inferior 
to the salmon for the table. On the At- 
lantic coast the arrival of shad is noted 
as much as any event of the season. Un- 
like salmon, they migrate from the Snath 
iu the spring and go North, first being 
heard from on the Florida coa«t, and 
their presence is reckoned to a day when 
they will reach the various points north 
until the provinces. It would seem that 
thev are traversing this coast in the same 
manner, and iu a few years, when we 
hear of them being caught at Monterey 
bay, our fishermen will tell us what day 
afterward we will have shad for din- 
ner.— Olympia (Washington Territory) 
Transcript.

The Unconscious in Education. 

When a child is born we may imagine 

that it tri - t l.-ive what kind of 

world it is about to enter. Myriads of 
kinds of worlds are possible or conceiv- 
able. But which is to be the kind that 
it is to enter? The child's nerve-par- 
ticles are in a perfect chaos, with not a 
nerve-process or an idea formed, but 
onlv a general disposition of its nerve- 
pafticles, which is to modify the nerve- 
processes and the ideas that it is to 
ac piire, and to thus give it a distinct 
individuality in addition to the individu- 
ality thai 1 he peculiarity of its experience 
will furnish. With this indifference to 
start from, the child receives impres- 
sions from the outer world with every 
sensation that it feels. Every glance 
shows it a multitude of things which 
might have been different for all it 
knows, but which, being as they are, 
and the child having no different ex- 
periences to compare them with, make 
impressions upon its mind that are, for 
the most part, received unconsciously 
and without surprise. H the child had 
any remembrance of any other kind of 
world with which to compare this, it 
would s,e much to wonder at. aud would 
be conscious of every new and strange 
' nee. But, as it is, nothing is new 
to the child: everything makes 
its impression on the mind; and, because 
there are few contrasts, few ideas reach 
consciousness. It is said that a child 
Jearns much more'm its first year than in 
anv other year of its life, and almost all 
that it then learns must be acquired un- 
consciously. These, rather than any other 
impressions, are formed in the mind, and 
themindn eivestlicm without challenge 
or comparison, because it has none other 
to compare them with. Consciousness 
js only possible in comparison. In this 
unconscious way the child learns the 
fundamental laws of the world and of 
life; it gets the ideas of this particular 
world rather than of any other; it only 
becomes c< inscious where it sees contrasts 
and i.iak. s eoniparisons; and this uncon- 
scious acquisition continues all through 
life, 1 learn to think this, rather than 
that, but never thought that there could 
be anv "that:" when Ibecame conscious 
of a ••that," I become cos scious of "this." 
Thus most of my unconscious knowledge 
is a negative rather than a positive gain;

Joitadab Dib . |ns tired at the blighted end 
of Waterloo Bridge ro.nl, a leAti and careworn 
man. rJUrrrms a p.odigious height of forvheail, 
Willi to'ntal do'. e'opinent like a bay-window, 
generally i;udc; >tood in the IMhbins house- 
hold to end enormous but real rained 
ability. I he l)|t,h ns househoht was numer- 
ous and select to the cxteut that the great 
majority of its members were in tender years. 
Anv one straying iuto the little aparluieut 
which served as breakfast-room, dining-room 
and draw iug-ioom, might reasonably have 
thought that he had happened upon a rrechr, 
and if lie h.iil n tnainetl throughout the day 
must have wondered when the eljildteu were 
to be called tor, lint . nobody ever called lor 
tbem of late, not even Death, who Is more at- 
tentive on household* where there is more to 
eat and a more liberal distribution of clothing. 
All told, there were iiiuo. If all had lived 
tin re uoitld have been eleven. Two had died, 
one eon.-c jiient upon tee hlng, another in the 
nubile streets, sacrificed to the Moloch of a 
brewer's dray. 

This happened when the Dibblnses lived la 
Drurv Lcoe, and it had led to their moving to 
the Wa crloo Bride road. It was necess ny for 
professional reasons that Mr. Dit'bins should 
have lii- domic >le somewhere near the Strand.

.lonadab was In his thirty-fifth year, and 
might hatp l«en anvtliing at allover that age. 
He was the sort of a man that never grows 
old looking after the fashion of ordinary mor- 
tals. He had neither whiskers or mustache to 
turn giay;aud as for his hair, his forehead

color it was or how worn I have no recollec- 
tion. 

There does not np|>ear at tirst sight much In 
common between .-Hirnor Dibini, the associate 
of kinsxs, the friend of emperors, the w tness 
of many secret crimes, and poor .lonadab Dib- 
bins w ith his noble forehead and nine chil- 
<!:en. And yet there was the clo est possible 
rela ion, for they were one and the same 
feraon. BtfOOV Dibini was Jonadab's pro- 
fessional name. He was a member of the 
company of the Theater Hoval, Wellington 
mi. , t. though you might look" in Tain through 
the list or jierfonncrs for his name. Mignor 
Dibini, in fact, occupied a position in the 
company the existeuce of which is, perhaps 
even unknown to the light hearted habitue 
of the theater who takes his place in the stalls 
and expects everything to goon right on the 
stage liefore him. tMjrnor Diblni's profes- 
sional existence was a striking proof of the 
provision necessary for the carrying on of a 
gnat tliea cr. He was au unders' ander; that 
is to say, it was his business to understudy 
some of the princiiml part*, so that if, in case 
of sud len illness or accident, the actor to 
wliofti a i art was assigned was not able to put 
in an appearance. .lonadab took his place. 
Often be iiad learned two or three parts in the 
same piece, learning ever.- work, making him- 
self familiar with cues, and ready to step on 
the stage at an hour's notice. Every night he 
was down at the theater, and saw safely on the 
stage the men whose parts he had" under- 
studied. 

.lonadab wns an ambitious man. He felt 

that within him which told him that, give him 
the chance, there should step forth on the 
stage such a Hamlet as the world had no' vet 
seen. The same remark applies, with only less 
degree . f emphasis, to Louis XI., Richelieu 
md a score of the principal characters on the 
stage. But for Hamlet Jon idab thought that 
Wi addition to many graces of mind, nature 
had peculiarly gifted hlra In the matter of 
presence. 

It will easily be. understood, when his man 

nerofllfeia made knonu, that, quite apart 
from the nine ever-open mouths at home, 
.lonadab had a good deal to make him look 
careworn. When a man has the certainty 
that, given him a chance, he will blaze before 
the world in the meteoric Bight of genius 
when thai chance ever seems within his gra.p' 
and us constantly eludes it, we have the con 
ditioue of ilfe ihat write wrinkles on the

•lonadab was of an immensely sanguine tem- 
perament, or he never would have lived for the 
great occasion to which, at the time this 
chron ele opens, he was swiftly tending. He 
had at his tongnc s end all of what may be 
called the stock parts A glance over the 
prompter's "hooks bronght back to his mind all 
the dark sayings of Hamlet and the ro mid 
utterances of the rest. When the sanguine 
«li»;o«nu>n easae especially Into nlaj was when 
be had anew part tolearn. This clld no happen 
very oitefci, as the Theater Royal In Wellington 
Street was prosperous, and when a new piece 
was placed on the stage it remained there for 
one or wo hundred nights. Bnt new pieces 
came, and Jouadab threw himself into the un- 
derstudy with unabated vigor. He felt his 
time would come at last, and it behooved him 
to be ready for it. A fals% s ep in the street, 
a sudden cold, a carriage accident, and great 
I eople might be laid low, and modest merit 
might step forth on the sta-e rb retire amid the 
plaudits of an amazed audience. 

For. tine, it Is written, comes to those who 
know how to wait. Jonadab bad waited he 
kuew not how long. Certainly for thirteen 
long years had been ready and even venming. 
But fortune has passed him bv, touching with 
capricious hand others whom Jonadab thought 
bail not waited so long, and whom he was sure 
had not hoped so possioua'elv. lie knew men

Hints of Fall Styles. 

In the way of trimmings it Is said that 

the reign of embroidery has only just 
begun, and that it will be used next win- 
ter in greater profusion than at present 
for trimming woolen dresses. Polka dots 
will be enlarged to great balls that re- 
semble embroidery, though they are 
wrought by machinery. These balls are 
shaded with a deep hue like a shadow in 
the lower part of the round figure, and, 
though most often of a darker tint than 
the surface of the dress, are also in dif- 
ferent sliades, contrasting with the dark 
color of the ground. The "plumetis," 
or feathery chenille embroidery, intro- 
duced this Bummer in nuns' veiling, will 
also be repeated in camel's hair and in 
other woolen fabrics that are not twilled. 

For silks, gros gruius and heavy taf- 
fetas are suggested instead of the satin 
lustrous goods that have lieen worn 
during the past three years. The latter, 
however, will, by no means go out of 
fashion. Taffeta sill.s are tlie favorite of 
the summer season with l'arisiennes and 
will probably be in vogue here for the 
autumn and winter.

They 
arc condemned in advance by some iner- 
ch&nts, while others, eHpeciairy* those 
who cater to gay tastes, have ordered 
them at Lyons factories, for thoir e&B- 
tomera who like showy things are sure to 
object to them.
